At that time there was no _ building 
so temporary quarters were secured 
by renting Heather Brae House, a 
hotel in downtown Camrose. The cor- 
nerstone of Old Main was laid 
July 1, 1911. The building was erected 
during the summer and fall of 1912. 


Old Main served as the dormitory, 
classroom building, and cafeteria 
for many years. 


At first Camrose Lutheran College 
was a high school and business college. 
In 1958, C.L.C. became a junior college 
and thus it has’ stayed until the 
present. 

But Camrose Lutheran College 
is still moving ahead. Plans are 
in the making to give C.L.C. degree-— 
granting status. The College is 
still growing in size: new dorms 
and a_ science extension have _ been 
added, and plans are underway ' for 
a faith and life centre. 

Throughout its long history 
Camrose Lutheran College has’ proven 
to be an excellent place to obtain 
an education and in the future it 
will hopefully continue to maintain 
its high standards.
